T h e Department of Commerce presents statistics showing the 
distribution, by states, of Bell and non-Bell telephones compiled 
from the returns of the quinquennial censuses of electric indus­ 
tries for 1922 and 1917. 
The total number of telephones in use in the United States 
increased from 11,716,520 on December 31, 1917, to 14,347,395 on 
December 31, 1922. The rate of increase, 22.4 per cent, was more 
than three times as large as the rate of increase in population dur­ 
ing the same period, which has been estimated at approximately 
7 per cent. 
Substantial increases are reported for each section 
of the country and for nearly every state. 
Florida has the high­ 
est rate of increase. In group records, the most pronounced gains 
are recorded in the New England and Middle Atlantic states.
